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THE NEW TARIFF. 


The McKinley tariff bill, which was 
presented in the House of Representa- 
tives on May 23d last, has at length 
gone through all the Legislative wan- 
derings and been passed by both 
Houses of Congress after thorough re- 
vision successively by the Committee 
on Ways and Means, by the House, by 
the Senate Finance Committee, by the 
Senate, by the Conference Committee, 
the final revision of the latter receiv- 
ing the indorsement of both houses of 
Congress, and the final act, the attach- 
ment of the President’s signature, will 
doubtless have been completed ere 
this is read by a majority of our sub- 
scribers. The changes made by the 
Conference Committee in articles of 
special interest to our readers are not 
numerous, and they are mainly in the 
way of compromise between the rates 
favored by the two houses. As the 
rates as passed by each house have 
been printed in these columns we now 
merely point out the changes made by 
the Conference Committee and refer 
the reader to the: corrected tabulated 
list of duties on another page, which 
gives the present rate of duty, that 
provided by the bill as passed by the 
House and the rate as finally adopted, 
in parallel columns for easy reference 
and comparison. 

The rate on tannic acid has been 
changed to seventy-five cents per 
pound; on barytes to $1.12 per ton and 
on manufactured to $6.72 per ton; 
bronze powders to twelve cents per 
pound; bay rum to $1.50 per gallon; 
bristles to ten cents per pound: 
brushes to forty per cent. ad valorem; 
cork and cork bark to ten cents per 
pound and manufactured cork to fif- 
teen cents per pound; Dutch metal leaf 
to eight cents per package; hemlock 
extract to one-half of one cent per 
pound; licorice paste and juice to five 
and one-half cents per pound; logwood 
extract to seven-eighths of one cent 
per pound; peppermint oil to eighty 
cents per pouud; phosphorus to twenty 
cents per pound; ground sumac to 
four-tenths of one cent per pound, and 
extract of toseven-eighths of one cent 
per pound;sulphate of sodato $1.25 per 
ton; tallow to one cent per pound. 

The date when the new tariff is to 
take effect has been made October 6— 
next Monday. This is very short no- 
tice, but it has been known for some 
time that the date after final passage 
would not be remote, and as the time 
of final action by Congress could be 
approximately fixed it is thought that 
importers affected by the new rates 
have governed themselves accordingly. 
Still the time is short, altogether too 
short. February 1 next has been fixed 
as the ultimate date upon which goods 
deposited in bond before October 1 
may be withdrawn at the old rates of 
duty. This provision does not affect 
preparations of opium; the paragraph 
governing these articles provides that 
“opium prepared for smoking and 
other preparations of opium deposited 
in bonded warehouse shall not be re- 
moved therefrom without payment of. 
duties, and such duties shall not be 


refunded.”

WHOLESALE DRUGGISTS IN SES- 
SION. 

As the REPORTER goes to press the 
sixteenth annual meeting of the Nat- 
ional Wholesale Druggists Association 
is being held in Washington, the pre- 
liminary exercises of which will be 
found detailed in a letter on another 
page. The opening session occurred 
on Monday evening and yesterduy was 
devoted principally to business, while 
to-day will be occupied largely in visit- 
ing public buildings. A great desire 
has been manifested to witness asession 
of the present Congress, end if the 
national legislature does not adjoin in 
the meantime, the drug trade will be 
afforded an opportunity to-day of look- 
ing upon the greatest curiosity of the 
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age. The delegates had an unusual 
interest in congressional matters this 
year and many of them have exercised 
their influence for and against proposed 
laws, the result of which will be given 
in the committee reports on legislation, 
adulteration and proprietary goods. 
Everything possible was done to shape 
legislation according to the wishes of 
the N. W. D. A, and in favor of the 
greatest number in the drug and chem 

ical trades. The actual work accom- 
plished will be fully stated in the com- 
mittee reports, and not wishing to an- 
ticipate the remarks of the active chair- 
men, we leave them to review their 
experience during the year. 

Other important matters to be dis- 
cussed at the convention, will refer to 
rebate contracts, infringements of 
trade-marks, transportation of goods, 
the Paris green arrangement, fire in- 
surance, and possibly credits and col- 
lections. There is no lack of business 
subjects and these willbe disposed of 
at six different meetings, after which 
the members will be the guests of the 
Baltimore drug trade during the clos-

EUROPEAN STOCKS OF PETRO- 
LEUM. 

Writers on matters pertaining to the 
situation in petroleum have latterly 
made frequent assertion that the sup- 
ply of refined oil for export is inade- 
quate to fill the wants of shippers, and 
that the stocks abroad being sinall, 
there was considerable anxiety to 
secure oil for early shipment, which 
the refining capacity as it now exists 
was insufficient to supply. One writer 
last week stated that ‘“‘there is practi- 
cally no stock of either refined or crude 
in Europe, and on account of the 
shortness of refined on this side, and 
the inability of the Russians to make 
exports, the Germans may have to go 
to bed in the dark,” and a few days 
later gave currency to the report that 
the ‘Rothschilds are about to dispose 
of 200,000 bbls. Russian oil, which they 
have been holding in Antwerp for two 
yoars, ata loss.” If there is the scarcity 
alleged, and the Russians are unable 
to make exports, there shouid exist no 
necessity to sell the 200,000 barrels said 
to have been held in Autwerp for two 
years at a loss. But the facts do not 
warrant the above assertions, in fact 
the statistics of the European petro- 
leum trade show them to be absolutely 
without foundation. At the date of 
latest mail advices the: total visible 
supply of the seven principal Continen- 
tal ports was 1,377,641 barrels of refined 
oil, which is an “inerease of 72,201 
barrels over the supply at the corre- 
sponding date last year, at a time 
when the purchases had been unusu- 
ally large in anticipation of higher 


prices, the shippers being admonished | 
‘ INCREASING DUMESTIC RECEIPTS, 


to purchase in anticipation of later re- 
quirements by theadvancing tendency 
in the speculative market for certifi- 
cates, the price at that time hovering 
about the dollar mark. During the 
year the stock has fallen considerably 
below 1,000,000 barrels,and the present 
visible supply is above the average. 
The visible supplies at Rotter- 
dam, Amsterdam and Bremen are con- 
siderably in excessof those of last year, 


while the supply on spot is also larger. | 


The spot supply of the other Con- 
tinental ports shows a small decrease, 


but the total of the seven ports is 146,- | 


254 barrels in excess of the spot supply 
at the same date Jast year. This does 
not look much like going to bed in the 
dark. The total spot supply at 
Hamburg was 171,875 barrels, at 
Bremen 211,075 barrels, at Rotter- 
dam 192,504 barrels, and that at 
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Antwerp was 141,043 barrels. If to 
this is added the 200,000 barrels of 
Russian oil Germany certainly has;{no 
cause to fearascarcity. It is doubt- 
ful if there is another American pro- 
duct about which there is published 
so much that is misleading as there is 
about petroleum. From the time the 
rigs are erected in the producing 
regions until the refined product fin- 
ally reaches the consumer, there is 
misrenpresentation and exaggeration, 
and itis therefore not to be wondered 
at that the average reader constantly 
finds himself wholly at sea as tothe 
exact facts govering the situation, 
either field, manufacturing or export. 
We rarely refer to the all too frequent 
misstatements, and would not at this 
time but for the prominence and 
reliability claimed by the publication 
in which the above appeared.

THE LARD BILL. 


It is almost certain th»t the Conger 
lard bill has been placed where it will 
do the least harm. Advocates of the 
measure from New England have 
made strenuous efforts to keep it 
afloat, but notwithstanding a large 
expenditure of their individual energy 
and the loosening of their purse strings 
to pay “legitimate” expenses, in addi- 
tion to maintaining an important 
lobby, they must acknowledge that 
all the influence and arguments from 
their camp went for naught. The pet 
scheme to rob one branch of the lard 
trade for the benefit of competitors 
will no doubt be retired permanently, 
as it is not necessary to repeat the 
ignominious failure at another session 
of Congress. 

The Agricultural Committee of the 
Senate tried to have avother meeting 
last week to consider the bill, buta 
sufficient number of members re— 
mained away on various pretexts to 
prevent a quorum, and it is the inten- 
tion to follow that program until 
Congress adjourns. Business of the 
comuittee is therefore at a dead-lock, 
the key of which has evidently been 
lost. 

There is more or less idle contro— 
versy about the notorious Jard bill and 
its effect on trade, but the best argu- 
ments yet advanced have come unex- 
pectedly from the wholesale grocers, 
who have taken solid ground against 
the enactment of any proposed law as 
outlined in the bill under discussion. 
They have rendered material assist- 
ance to the cause of the lard refiners, 
although coming at the eleventh hour. 
The latter have become indifferent 
over the struggle at Washington be- 
cause their patience has been sorely 
tried for two or more years, and the 
conclusion had been forined that if the 
Congress of the United States had be- 
come so short-sighted as to discourage 
a thriving American business by levy- 
ing an internal revenue tax, the lard 
plants would be removed to Europe 
where they would be accorded a warm 
welcome instead of having to meet 
an antagonistic attitude on the part 


of the Government.

public.

The Supreme Court of Minnesota has lately 
rendered a decision of much interest to the 
business community in declaring that bank 
checks are not cash, and do not possess legal 
value as money until cashed, In other words, 
the giving of a check on a bank is not a pay- 
ment when passed between debtor and cred- 
itor, but only becomes so when the money 
is received on it. 


The factory of the York Match Company of 
York, Pa., which was partially destroyed by 
fire recently entailing a loss of $10,000, has 
been entirely rebuilt. Operations were re- 
sumed last week as usual and 1,000 gross will 
be turned out daily, until the capacity is fur- 
ther increased. Mr. James A. Dale of the drug 
firm of Dale, Hart & Co., is president, and 
Horace Smith, vice-president. 


A press dispatch from Middletown, N. Y., 
says that though the hop crop will not yield 
more than 60,000 bales, as against an average 
of 90,000 bales. The quality is superfine and 
growers are getting double prices compared 
with those realized on any crop since 1882. 
The ruling price for choice hops of this sea- 
son’s growth is 40c. per pound at the yards, 
and some lots have been sold at 50c. 


The Canadian Phosphate Co. has taken out 
900 tons of phosphate at it mines during the 
past month. This is regarded as the largest 
output ever made within the same time from 
any mine in Canada. The mineral expert of 
the company, says thatthe exorbitant prices 
that are now being asked for mines makes 
their purchase impossible. One mine he 
valued a year ago at $5,000 is now held on the 
London market for $150,000. 


A correspondent of the Engineering and Min- 
ing Journal corrects the statement, recently 
made in that paper, that “barytes has not 
hitherto been found in Mexico,” and claims 
that onthe property of his company, near 
Chihuabua, there are some six or eight dis- 
tinct veins of that substance varying from a 
foot to five feet in thickness. It is of the 
purest color, and a considerable proportion of 
it is of a very delicate pale blue tint. 


*The Chance process for the recovery of sul- 
phur, has been introduced at twenty alkali 
worksin Great Britain, one in Austria, and 
onein France. It was recently stated by the 
manager of the St. Gobain Company, France, 
that the sulphur 6o regained is sold at a price 
equal to three times its cost in the form of 
pyrites. Considerable quantities of the Chance 
sulphur are already being exported to Amer- 
ica, says the London Chemist and Druggist.

THE ADVANCE IN PIG LEAD. 

The steady upward movement in 
pig lead values, which we have before 
commented upon in these columns,has 
at length carried quotations up to the 
figure at which importations of foreign 
lead are possible. Accordingly orders 
have gone abroad, during the past 
week, for some six or seven thousand 
tons, and it is probable that they would 
have been followed by others but for 
advance caused in London prices by 
this extra demand at a time when the 
metal is comparatively scarce there. It 
is intimated that the recent London 
sales for export to this country, were 
made to the National Lead Trust, 
which has taken this opportunity to 
supply the requirements of its eastern 
corroding works for the balance of this 
year. This may be important as in- 
dicating the belief on the part of heavy 
consumers that there is no prospect of 
an early increase in the supply of do- 
mestic pig lead or of any marked de- 
cline in values. 

Such evidence of the strength of the 
position and of the great scarcity of 
the metal is hardly needed however. 
There is an urgent demand and the 
prices bid by consumers would indi- 
cate that they have almost reached the 
point were cost is of less consideration 
that the ability to secure supplies. The 
producers are sold far ahead and are 
unwilling to accept further orders or 
name prices for future delivery. In the 
meantime short stocks in all markets 
are being rapidly absorbed, and the 
trade is almost entirely dependent up- 
on the deliveries being made by smelt- 
ers on contracts placed some time ago. 

The increased value of silver and 
the extreme prices obtainable for lead 
may result in hurrying the movement 
at the mines, but necessarily consider- 
able time must elapse before such ad- 
ditional supplies will be available for 
for consumption. Until that time 
arrives it looks as though we 
will have to go to Europe for most 
of the stock we shall require, and 
that for some time to come, values here 
will be regulated by the market con- 
ditions prevailing on the other side.

She met the first 
July 21 near the Mozambique Channel and lay 
in it for eighteen hours, the second was 0n the 
following evening and lasted sixteen hours, 
the third and worst was July 24 and lasted for 
eight hours, and the fourth came along July 
81, just off the Cape of Good Hope, and kept 
up for thirty-two hours.

It was determined 
to advance prices for both single and double 
in quantities less than car lots from 80 and 10 
off to 80and 5. This action 1s regarded by the 
trade at large as being fully justified, it nut 
absolutely demanded, .y the existing condi- 
tion of the wholesale market, in which— 
sheuld the present plan of the manufacturers 
prove a success—there is likely to be, at least, 
pronounced firmness. 

Little by litule, the proceedings of the re- 
cent secret. conference are becoming public. 
It appears that the attempt has been made to 
re-establish a combinativn on a bet. er consid- 
ered basis, which it is hoped may prove more 
enduring. .

Glass Importers and the Tariff. 


The local importers of window glass have 
held two meetings duriny the past week to 
discuss the situation, particularly with refer- 
ence to the changes jikely to be produced by 
the new tariff law when it shall go into effect. 
The meeting on Friday last was somewhat in- 


formal, and after a general discussion 
an adjournment was taken un- 
til Monday. There was some de- 


bate then on the reports of cutting of prices 
in violation of the importers’ agreement, but 
the chiet interest centered in the tariff ques- 
tiva, The bill as returned by the Conference 
Committee assesses duty on unpolished, cylin- 
der crown and common window gluss as fol- 
lows:

The bill peovtten « thet « all anette’ ey lin- 
der, crown and common window glass shail be 
iwported in boxes containing 50 square feet, 
us neurly as sizes will permit, and the 
duty shall be computed according to 
the actual weight of the giass. This 
will necessitate the weighing of every 
box of glass that enters this country, which 
Means that the Government will annually 
have to weigh some 40,000 boxes of wiadow 
glass at this port alone. This the importers 
suys is a physical impossibility, as there is not 
envuugh room io all the Appraisers’ stores in 
the cuuntry to weigh even one cargo of glass 
ata time. 

Apart from this, another feature of the 
new tariff measure is occupying the at- 
tention of the importers. From their stand- 
point as wellas that of consumers, this is of 
far more consequence than the weighing 
question, It wiil be noted that the rate of 
duty on sizes above 21x36 has been increased 
Yc perlb. This matter wus very fully dis- 
cussed and in view of this increase and the 
fact that duty hereafter will have to be paid 
on actual weight and no allowance made for 
broken glass it was concluded that an ad- 
vance in market prices will be necessury assoon 
as the new rates go into effect. After tne bill 
bas been signed by the President it is probable 
that a meeting of the importers will be held 
and an advance in prices ordered. There is 
also talk of revising the long price list to ac- 
commodate the new conditions.

A Problem in Bleach Solved. 


Messrs. Pennock and Bradburn, of Syra- 
cuse, N. Y., have patented a new process for 
making bleaching powder and caustic sod: in 
one series of operations. They treat salt with 
nitric acid, and so convert it iato nitrate of 
soda, the gases resulting from the operation, 
consisting chiefly of nitrosyl chloride and 
chlorine, are passed into a vessel containing 
nitric acid and manganese dicvxide, whereby 
nitrate of manganese and chlorine ar: formed; 
this chlorine is conversed into bleaching pow- 
derinthe usual way. It is claimed for this 
new process that 11 the chlorine is converted 
into bleaching powder, whereas there is a 
considerable luss in the methods now in use, 
The nitrate of soda is mixed with two or three 
times its weight of oxide of iron, and furnaced 
atared heat in an oxidizing furnace. The 
nitrate of soda is completely decomposed, the 
gases are Oxidized by passing over oxidizing 
substances, and are covdented into nitric acid 
to be used over again. The residue in the 
furvace is lixiviatsU and yields caustic soda 
of good strength and quality. The nitrate of 
menganese is heated, and the nitric acid and 
oxide of manganese thereby recovered.

The Triumph Oil Company are not drilling 
any new holes at present, but their two wells 
are now doing first rate and are making 
money for their owners. 

It is understood that the Bocky Moun- 
tain Company have ordered a 35,000-barrel 
tank from Pennsylvania and the iron frame 
is now en-route from the East. This com- 
pany have one good well and is now down 
with another hole where a liberal flow of oil 
is likely to reward their searchany hour. A 
fourth derrick is now about completed and 
anotber will be commence in a few days. 


In addition to the two large tanks spoken of 
above there are reported to be three other 
tanks of similar size to be erected in the field 
during the approaching fall und winter. 
Rumor has it also that one of the old com- 
panies wiliadd to their refinery plant. The 
winter of °90-’91 promises to be one of unusual 
activity for the oi! field and city of Fiorence. 

To give the outside world some idea of the 
magnitude of the Florence oil industry, it 
may be stated there is now storage room for 
ofl in tanks and cisterns approximating 
150,000 barrels and with five new 35,000-barre] 
tanks soon to be built, the storage capacity 
of the field will be increased to 325,000 barrels’

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A Lard Factory Damaged by Fire. 


Fowler Brothers’ packing house at the stock 
yards, in Chicago, was damaged by fire on 
Sunday morning, causing a loss to the amount 
of $690,000. The fire originated in the packing 
room or the engine room adjoining. The fire- 
men worked against obstacles from the start. 
Water had little effect on the grease-soaked 
floors, and the fire soon reached the tank 
room, where thirty-two tanks of lard were 
stored, These exploded one after another 
with loud reports, and the boiling lard fed the 
flames more fiercely, The heat was so intense 
that the firemen were compelled to work ata 
distance, and it was seen to be worse than 
useless to throw water into the hissing and 
seething furnace. 

The building that burned is a part of the 
plant that bas been recently erected. The 
whole was a patched up affair and at the pres- 
ent time additions were being built. The 
series of buildings were under one roof and 
surrounded byahigh wall. The loss is ea- 
tirely covered by insurance, mostly in foreign 
companies. The plant was insured for $1,500,- 
000. The buildings was divided into depart- 
ments and wece designated by letters. De- 
partment F was totalgy destroyed. It was in- 
sured for $52,500, and there was $125,000 on its 
contents. 

The company that has been conducting this 
business is composed of Englishmen. They 
havc been in the business here since 1862, and 


have been in the present building since 18%3, } 
The firm has been known as the Anglo-Ameri- | 


can Packing Compauy for years. Recently a 
new company was formed to be known as the 
Fowler Brothers, limited, and subscriptions 
have been received to the stock. It wasa 
regular public company, and the stockholders 
belong-d to both continents. Shares were 
placed at $50, and the capital stock was over 
$3,500,000. The prospectus issued was intended 
principally for use in England. It placed the 
capital at £751.000, each share being £10. It 
was incorporated In England, and proposed to 
acquire the business of Fowler Brothers, lim- 
ited, of Liverpool; Fowler Brothers, of New 
York, the Anderson Fowler Company of New 
York, the Anglo-American Refrigerator Car 
Company, the Anglo-American Provision Com- 
pany, of Chicago, and the Omaha Packing 
Company,of Omaha, One-third of the stock 
was teken by the old owners as purchase 
money, and the remaining 50,000 shares were 
ofiered for public subscription. The books 
would have closed Sept. 30, after being open 
four days. What effect this fire will have on 
the new company can only be conjectured.

New Chemical Discoveries. 


Among the papers read at the recent meet- 
ing of the British Association for the Ad- 
vancement of Science, were a number treat- 
ing of the new discoveries in chemistry. Pro- 
fessor Thorpe gave an account of the new 
oxide of phosphorus which he has recently 
prepared by the slow combustion of the ele- 
ment, and showed by several experiments its 
energetic action on chlorine, oxygen and 
other bodies. 

Dr. Ahrens (Breslau) read a paper on vera- 
trine and the possible existence of two iso- 
meric B-picolines, from which he promised 
important theoretical conclusions, which are 
to be published shortly by Professor Laden- 
burg F 

Mr. C. H. Bothamley, of the Yorkshire Col- 
lege, described “The Action of Phosphorus 
Trichloride on Organic Acids and ou Water.” 
He showed that the reaction does not take 
place in the manner described in most text 
books. 

Professor W. H. Perkins, jr., read a paper 
on the constitution of the alkaloid berberine, 
which was, he said, the most widely distrib- 
uted alkaloid in nature. 

Mr. R. Stockdale read a paper prepared by 
himself and Mr. J. E. Marsh, on the produc. 
tion of camphor from turpentine in fairly 


large quantities.

Georgia’s Phosphate Beds. 

Much has been said by correspondents re- 
cently, about phosphates in Thomas county, 
Ga. The first mention made of phosphate in 
this section was an article referring to the 
supposed phosphate bed on the lands of Dr. 
M. R. Mallette, near Boston, that appeared in 
the Savannah News. This item attracted the 
attention of phosphate seekers, who sent 
prospectors to investigate, the result of which 
was the purchase by Dunwoody Jones, agent 
for a syndicate of Atlanta capitalists, of the 
Pleasant Foy farm, near Boston, on which the 
first available phosphate beds were located. 

From this bed a carload of phosphate rock 
was shipped to Atlanta two or three weeks 
ago to be put tothe test of mills and acids, 
the result of which would give ivdubitable 
evidence of the actual va!ue of the beds, and 
the yield per ton of ore of pure phosphate,and 
fix its commercial value also, The result ob- 
tained from this carload’ has not been made 
public, but it must be highly satisfactory, as 
Mr. Jones has since then purchased options on 
several farms adjoining the Foy place and 
bought and paid for some others, paying good 
prices for them. The Foy place contains about 
130 acres, and sold for $2,000. John B. Eason 
sold about 200 acres for $8,000, taking a por- 
tion of this in stock in the syndicate. 

Phosphate of good quality,and in seemingly 
large quantity, has been found on several 







farms near those above named, but on most 
of them, at toogreat a depth to be profitably 
mined, The same vein is said to be traceable 
for many miles in Florida, south and south- 
east of Boston. 

No examination bas been made to ascertain 
the depth or extent of it, but the quantity is 
evidently very great, as it crops out in many 
Places covering several hundred acres. An 


analysis of a specimen of this rock, rent to 
Charleston, shows it quite a valuable one, con- 
taining 53 per cent. of available bone phos- 
phate (dry basis). This same vein is to be 
fonnd in places on the surface or on banks of 
streams for uiles north of Boston, but, so far 
as examined, not in sufficient quality to pay. 
There is not much excitement about the 
matter among peuple generally. 
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The Art of Soap Making.

Each frame is mounted upon a low, wooden 
truck, thatit may be easily moved from place 
to place. The soap rapidly solidifies after 
framing. When sufficiently hardened the 
sides of the frame are unscrewed and re- 
moved, leaving upon the truck a slab of fin- 
ished soap weighing about 1,200 pounds. Now 
follows the cutting or “baring” operation. 
Numerous contrivances for cutting the soap 
into bars have been devised, but the most 
effective one appears to be the original meth- 
od of cutting by a single wire manipulated by 
hand. This is accomplished in the following 
manner: A gauging stick having sharp steel 
teeth placed at regular intervals along its 
length is drawn evenly aeross either end of 
the slabs, leaving narrow grooves at uniform 
distances in the soap. Into the topmost of 
the grooves so made a workman slips 
a thin steel wire, the ends of which 
terminate in wooden bandles, which 
are held by a man standing at the opposite 
end of the slab. This man now draws the 
wire steadily toward himself until the slab 
has been cut throngh, wuen the first work- 
tan, stepping to the further end of the slab, 
catches the wire and placer it in the next 
groove, and this operation is repeated until 
the slab has been entirely cut up. The width 
and ‘ hickness of the layers correspond to a 
bar of soap. They are next fed into 
machines which cut them into single bars or 
cakes. It is frequently necessary to dry the 
soap by artificial means after it bas been cut 
into bars. and for this purpose the 
cutting room usually contains the 
proper facilities for this purpose. A long 
narrow apartment entending the entire width 
of the room is fitted at the end with steam 
pipes, and at the opposite end with a revol- 
ving fan for exhausting the air. In this room 
the cut soap is kept until quite dry, the time 
required for this purpose seldom exceeding 
three days. 

Fancy soaps which are usually oblong in 
shape with slightly rounded or beveled edges 
are after being cut to the required size, 
trimmed by hand or by a planing machine, 
after which the cakes are ready for stamping. 
The stamping press is of cast iron mounted 
upon a wooden platform and is manipulated 
by alever entending immediately above the 
operator. The ties two in number are placed 
opposite each other, one resting upon the 
platform the other attached toa vertical bar 
extending at right angles to the lever cf the 
press. A cake of soap is placed upon the 
lower die, the operator seizes the lever bring- 
ing the uppermost die down sbarply upon the 
cake, When the pressure is relaxed the die 
springs back releasing the perfectly stamped 
cake. After stamping a little alcohol is 
usually rubbed upon the cakes to add luster 
and brilliancy to the finish. The finished soap 
is now sent to the packing department. In 
all large soap-making establishments the 
printing of labels and wrappers and also the 
making of boxes is done upon the premises, 
As these operations do not properly belong 
to soap making it is not necessary that they 
should be here described. 

As stated in a previous article, numerous 
machines of special pattern have been de- 
vised in the United States, and are employed 
more especially in ihe making of toilet soaps. 
One of these appliances, which varies in de- 
sign in the different establishments, is the 
“crutching” machine. It is frequently neces- 
sary to add to the true soap some substances 
to cheapen t e product or to add to its deter- 
gent property. It is essential that these 
substances should be perfectiy incorporated 
with the great bulk of the soap, and tor this 
purpose the crutching machine is brought 
into use. A popular form of this machine isa 
wrought iron cylinder, through the center of 
which passes an iron rod, from which project 
wooden or iron arms. The melted soap is run 
into the cylinder, the rod from which the 
arms project is made to revolve, and the ad- 
ditional substances now being allowed to 
flow into the cylinder, a perfect admixture of 
the contents is secured. 

The milling mechkive is an ingenious 
contrivance for é#ecuring a perfect 
bomogeneity of the iogredients of 
the finer’ toilet soaps. A hardened 
bar of soap is cut into thin scraps or shavings, 
and is then fed into the milling machine, by 
which it is cut into long narrow ribbons, 
which fall into a bin placed underneath the 
machine. The ribbons are then fed into the 
“plodder.” This is a cast-iron cylinder about 
9 inches in diameter, having at one end a 
smali square opening. At the opposite end 
a piston enters the cylinder, driving before it

formed, while a third substance, Possessing g 
very sweet taste, remained in the ‘mother 
liquor,’ which was found to be glycerine» 
(Watt; “Art of Soap Making.) 


The discovery of the existence of glycering 
in the “spent lyes’’ was a most important 
one, and soapmakers immediately set about 
to recover this valuable product which had 
always hitherto been lost. This, however, was 
a matter of more difficulty than it at first 
appeared, and was not accomplished untij 
within a comparatively few years, At Mar. 
seilles, the locality in Europe where soap was 
first made in any considerable quantities, 
Olive oil was the fatty material most com. 
monly in use. The introduction into soap. 
making of tallow, lard, palm oil and other 
substances have largely displaced olive oil, 
but it is still used extensively on the Conti- 
nent in the making of “Castile” soap, which, 
as the type of all soaps, is also perhaps the 
most perfect, It is stated that English manu. 
facturers use oil (obtained from the fruitof 
Klais gumcaensis, a species of palm growing 
abundantly in Western Africa) in their soaps 
to a greater extent than any other fatty m- 
terial. Cocoanut oil is alsu extensively used 
in England for the cheaper grades of soap, as 
it combines readily with adulterants, suchas 
silicate of soda. The chief objection tothe 
use of cocoanut oil, otherwise a most efficient 
material, is the ex eedingly offensive odor 
which it imparts tothe skin. Each of these 
oils is solid at ordinary temperatures, but 
fusion takes place at from 80° to 120° Fabr. 
While English and Continental makers prefer 
the vegetable oils for the bases of their soap, 
American manufacturers are sparing in their 
use of them, employing to a far greater ex- 
tent animal fats. Of these fats pure talowis 
the most. popular and the most extensively 
used. Tallow is “rendered” from the fat of 
oxen and sheep by being separated from the 
membraneous tissue. After being cut into 
small pieces in the form of suet, steam from 
perforated iron pipes 1s passed through it, ot 
it is treated with various acids. Lard derived 
from the fat of hog is extensively ued by 
American and also by French manufacturers. 

Before the invention of the process for 
making soda from sea salt, the alkalies used 
in soap making were obtained from barilla 
and kelp, two maritime plants which yields 
crude carbonate of soda by calcining the 
leaves of the plants, Lerlanc’s process for 
converting common salt into carbonate of 
soda has been pronouncid the most important 
and valuble discovery in the entire range 
chemical manufactures. This process, which 
has been in active operation in Englandand 
America for nearly seventy years, bas - 
tirely supersedcd all other method of obtaia- 
ing carbonate of soda. By this method salts 
decomposed by treating it with sulphur 
acid, which transforms it into sulphate of 
soda, The next operatian is the conversion 
of the sulphate of soda into black-ash 
“ball-soda.”” This is effected by combinlit 
carbonate of lime, sulphate of soda, and coel 
or charcoal and calcining them in a revert 
atory furnace. Next the black ash jg pur! 
by lixiviation and the soda lye gotten rid 0 
by evaporation. The carbonate of soda thus 
obtained requires to be rendered caustic .

GENERAL REMARKS. 


That there are in Florida some immense de- 
posits of phosphatic material; that this 
material is of very varying grades of 
quality; that it is scattered all over 


the State, as well in the rivers us in 
the land, there can be no dovbt. 
river deposits I have said nothing, becuuse 1 
am not personally familiar with them, but of 


the land rock deposits the most important 


questions are: Where are the bonunzas? How 
are they to be found, and how, when found 
are they to be profitably exploited? 


The field may prove profitable to those who 
purchase and work the mines with judgment; 
it will certainly prove in the highest degree 
disastrous to such as allow themselves to be 
led away by the prevailing “boom” and to pay 
exaggerated prices for surtace indications or 


anything but high grade material. 
The first essential—the sine qua non prelim- 


inary—is a complete and exhaustive explorua- 
tion of-the land, section by section, by means 


of pits. The auger may serve some useful 


purposes at times, but my experience with it 
is unfavorable, and I therefore place no re- 
liance upon its showings. This essential, sys- 


tematic examination, renders equally neces- 


sary the giving of long options by sellers to 


serious intending buyers. To take up sucb 
short options as ure now offered oa lcts of land 
in various counties « great distance from each 
other, under any conditions of price orsurface 
indications, is simply suicidal, since they al- 


low no time for efficient inspection. The 
country is wild and practicaily unsettled 
Traveling in the interior is attended by the 


greatest difficulties and indonveniences 
There are no wagon roads suitable for trans- 


portation purposes, for the horses sink every- 
where knee deep in sand. The railroad facili- 


ties, broadly speaking, are nearly nil, and the 
postal and telegraphic services are utterly in- 
adequate. Under these circumstances (and I 
am ratber understating than overstating 
facts), the control of a widely disseminated 
line of workings carried on simultaneously 
would be impossible, 

As to the question of quality and uscfulnes: 


of these phosphates, I consider that the large 


number of my analyses of samples taken ip 
all directions and under all kinds of condi- 
tions gives a satisfactory answer. It has 
been said that these phosphates are, to a great 
extent, combinations of phosphoric acid with 
alumina and iron, but I have shown that in 
the great majority of cases this is really a 


misapprehension. On the whole, their aver- 


age richness is less than we were led to ex 

pect, and the proportion of really bigh zrades 
is extremely small. While I can see no pres- 
ent outlet of importance for the second cla & 
matter, the rich boulder materia) compares 
favorably with many others much appreciated 
by manufacturers of superphosphate. If 
they are properly selected before shipment, | 
can therefore foresee no porsible objection to 
the high grades, and I believe they will find a 
ready market at European ports directly their

Legislation on Food Adulteration. 
BY EDGAR RICHARDS, OF WASHINGTON. 


The adulterativn of alimentary substances 
has been prac iced from the most ancient 
times, and numerous laws and regulations 
have been adopted in various countries to 
check and prohibit such supbistications.* 

France has tuken the lead in protecting 
consumers o! food from adulterations, and in 
1802 the Conseil de Salubrite was established 
in Paris. In England as well asin France. 
Germany and other Continental countries, 
laws against the adulteration of individual 
articies, suck as tea, coffee, beer and wine 
have been passed since the middie ages. The 
first general act was not passed in England 
till 1860, and this was amended in 1872. 
However, they were found unsatisfac- 
tory, and the Sale of Food and Drugs 
Act was passed in 875, and further amend- 
ed in 1879 in the endeavor to obtain 
a workable law. This latter law is now in 
force, though the third and fourth sections of 
the act, relating to the mixing, coloring, 
staining, or powdering of any article of food 
so as tu injure health, or in the case of drugs 
so as to injure their quality, are practically of 
po value and unenforced, because the fifth 
section provides that guilty knowledge is es- 
sential to the proof of the offence, and no 
prosecution, unless supported by very excer- 
tional circumstances, would be successful 
under these sections, Sections6to 9 are the 
ones that are found workable, and provide 
that no person sball sell foods or drugs, with 
certain exceptions, to the prejudice of the 
purchaser; sha'! not abstract any constituents 
of food, and that compound foods or drugs 
must be in accordance with the demands of

purchase, though with these sections again a& 
large loop-hole for the escape of offenders is 
provided in section 8, which states that a legi- 
ble descriptive notice that tke article sold isa 
mixture exonerates the seller. 

The amendment act passed in 1879 defined 
the meaning and effect of section 6, under 
which conflicting decisions bad been given 
in England and Scotland, In fact, in the lat- 
ter c-untry the act had been inoperative 
since the decision by a majority of the judges 
of the High Court of Justiciary in Scotland 
that an official purchaser under section 18 of 
the act, buying samples for analysis and not 
for consumption, or at his,own expense, could 
not he prejucea by the purchase, and conse- 
quently that no offense would be committed 
under section 6. The court also held that the 
words “nature, substance, and quality,” in 
section 6,could not be disjointed, and the 
article sold must be different in all three 
respects from the article demanded, and that 
as the statute was intended to strike only at 
foreign admixtures, the very nature of the 
substance must be altered, or the offence con- 
templated could not be committed (Davison 
v. McLead, Cowper’s Reports, Vol. III., p. 
588), 

Inthe United States, on June 26, 1848, an 
act was passed by Congress to secure the 
purity of imported drugs, and is still in force. 
Its efficacy is directed principally towards 
Peruvian bark and opium. 

The tea adulteration law was passed by Con- 
gress March 2, 1883, and on Aug. 2, 1886, the 
oleomargarine law was passed, defining but- 
ter and butter substitutes, 

A law “to prevent the manufacture or sale 
of adulterated food or drugs in the District of 
Columbia,” was passed by Congress in Octo- 
ber, 1868. This law is modelled on the Sule of 
Food and Drugs Act, 1875. of Great Britain, 
sections 2, 3. 4, 5,6, 7. 8, 9, 12, 17, 24, 25 and 27 
(see Annual Report Commissioner Internal 
Kevenue, 1888, p. cxcv.), with certain neces- 
sary provisions of the English act omitted, 
especially those in regurd to its mode of en- 
forcement, the collection, identification and 
payment for analysis of samples, etc, The 
law does not provide that the Commissioner 
of Internal Revenue shall enforce its provi- 
sions in procuring samples of food or drvgge, 
that matter being delegated to “any pur- 
chaser,” “any health officer, inspector of nui- 
sances, or any food inspector,” only requiring 
tbat the analysis shall be under his control 
“under such rules and regulations as may be 
prescribed by the Secretary of the Treasury.” 
The offi ers specified in the act are not under 
the control of the Commissioner of Internal 
Revenue nor of the Secretary of the Treasury. 

Our different state laws on this subject »re 
most of them drawn up in a “follow-the- 
leader” sty'e, under the popular but errone- 
ous impression that any substance used as an 
adulterent of or a substitute for-a food pro- 
ductis necessarily injurious to health, with 
the consequence that these laws are, with 
very few exceptions, merely dead letters.* In 
1877 several of the State boards of health 
united, viz.. those uf New York, New Jersey. 
Massachusetts and Michigan, and at their in- 
stance laws formulated on the English law 
were passed, and annual reports are now 
made by these bcards on the results of the 
examinations of their chemists on the adul- 
terations of food and drugs practiced in their 
several States. In the former State the law 
bas proved a failure, because in an ection 
brought to obtain “an injunction against the 
sale of certain Ping Suey teas it was held by 
the court, in refusing to gramt the same, 
that, although the teas in question had been 
clearly shown to be adulterated with gypsum, 
Prussian blue, sand, etc., it was likewise 
necessary to prove that the effect of these 
admixtures was such as to constitute a serious 
danger to public health.”+ In Massachusetts, 
however, the law has been enforced with 
vigor by the State Board of Health, and the 
yearly reports show a diminution in the per- 
centage of adulteration of the samples sub- 
mitted to analysis. 

Owing to these faulty definitions and inade- 
quate means of enforcement our state laws 
are inoperative, and until we have a national 
law to regulate the sale of adulterated arti- 
cles of food, whereby the co-operation of 
state and national authorities could be se- 
cured in the enforcement of its provisions in 
regard tu this class of fraud, the food sophis- 
ticater will pursue the even tenor of his way 
undisturbed. A national law would not apply 
to adulterated articles of food manufactured 
and sold in the state or territory where pro- 
duced, unless it should take the form ofa 
revenue measure, imposing a tax upon the 
mavoufacturers of and dealers in such com- 
modities. 

On turning to some of the European conti- 
nental legislation on this subject we find that 
every dealer is held responsible for the 
quality of his merchandise, whether of for- 
eign or domestic origin, ana every food mate- 
rial must be sold under ita true name; artifi- 
cial products imitating a natural product 
must be properly labelled in a conspicuous 
and legible manner; all unwholesome foods 
are confiscated and destroyed without com- 
pensation tu the owner; and adulterations

generally are considered acts of fraud. Suit- 
able police supervision and control are pro- 
vided for the enforcement of these ntatutes; 
and, although these laws are somewhat of a 
paternal nature, they are much more effective 
than any we have. 

The average American repudiates the idea 
ofa paternal government supervision over 
his affairs, or anything tainted with the idea. 
He may te willing to support, even to clamor 
for, a legislative measure tu regulate the pro- 
duction or sale of a food product, provided it 
advances his particular business interests. 
He would, however, regard with apathy any 
general law that would guarrntee to the pub- 
lic the liberty of purchasing pure food, with 
a reasonable certainty that they were not 
imposed upon ia their purchases, if it was 
incumbent on him to take the necessary steps 
to execute its provisions by bringing samples 
for ar alysis, etc. 

Let us consider what should be some of the 
leading provisions and definitions of sucha 
proposed national law. 


DEFINITIONS, 

The word “food” should be defined asin 
cluding every eatable, beverage, commodity, 
material or ingredient for food whatsoever, 
intended for consumption; and an article of 
food shall be deemed ro be “adulteratea”— 

1. If any substance has been added thereto 
which does not exist in the normal article ar 
is only found there in an appreciavly lower 
proportion. 

2. If any substance has been subtracted 
therefrom which is normally present in the 
article and which is not found in the abnor- 
mal article, or only there found in an appre- 
ciably lower propertion. 

8. If any substance has been substituted 
wholly or in part for the article. 

4. If it be an imitation, or sold under the 
name of another article, and 


5. If it consists wholly or in part, whether 
manufactured or not, of an animal or veg- 
etavle substance that is diseased, decom pused, 
putrid, or rotten: provided, that the addition 
to foods of any substance that increases their 
value; or the subtraction from foods 
of any inferior constituent, without 
deteriorating the resulting article; or 
the substitution of a superior for an 
inferior article, where there is no intention to 
defraud or to deceive, shall not be considered 
adulterations within the meaning of the act. 


When substances known to be injurious to 
health (as those specified in the fifth defi- 
nition above, and the mineral and organic 
salts and compounds enumerated below) are 
present in food, the manufacturer or dealer 
in whose possession or owner-hip such adul- 
terated fouds are found shall be liable to the 
confiscation and destruction by the proper 
officers of such adulterated articles without 
compensation for the goods, and want of 
knowledge in the possession of the manufac- 
turer or dealer that the samc was adulterated 
shall be no excuse. He shall also be liable to 
m»re.or less heavy penalties, at the discretion 
of the court. If, onaccount of dealing in or 
consumption :f articles spoiled in manufac- 
ture or transportation, or in those injurious 
to health, a death or even a severe 3ickness is 
caused by the same, the penalty shail be in- 
creased to imprisooument at hard labor fora 
term of years. 

The following substances are known to be 
injurious to health when present in foods:* 
Suits of antimony, arsenic, barium (except the 
sulphate), bismuth, cadmium, chromium, co- 
balt, cooper, iron (the chloride and sulphate, 
though most iron salts are harmless), lead, 
magnesium, nickel, zinc, and some of the po- 
tassium and sodium salts; oxalic acid, picric 
acid, cocculus indicus (Indian berry, Levant 
nut), picrotoxine, gamboge, aniline, aloes, 
eosine, fuchsine and its immediate deriva- 
tives; coloring matters containing nitrous 
vapors, as naphthol yellow, victoria yellow; 
coloring matters prepared with di-azo com- 
pounds. 

The following substances are known to pro- 
duce more or less toxic effects, and whose 
presence in food is therefore harmful and 
whose use is forbidden, under severe penalties 
in most foreign countries having laws on the 
subject: salicylic acid and its salts, boracic 
acid and borax, glycerine, alum, beta-naph- 
thol. 

The following is a list of harmless coloring 
matters: Black—Chinese black. Biues—Ber- 
lin blue, indigo, litmus, Prussian blue, saffron 
blue, ultramarine. Brown—caramel. : reens 
—chlorophyl, as spinach juice, mixtures of 
yellow colors with blue. A mixture of 
Prussian blue, Berlin blue, and Persian ber- 
ries gives a green rivalling in brilliancy 
Schweinofurt’s green. Reds—annatto, Brazil 
lac, carmine, carmine lac, cochineal, orseil, 
the juice of beets and red berries, such as 
cherries and currants,etc. Yellows—Avignon 
berries, curcuma, fustel, marigold, Persian 
berries, quercitron, safflower, saffron, tur- 
meric, Chalk, and the ochers, 

The aduiteration of food, as specified in the 
first four definitions, being aimed at the 
pocket and not at the health of the consum- 
er, the taxes, flues, or penalties, as the case 
may be, provided for their violation should be

one inch square and affixed in & secure and 
conspicuous place, either by a label to the 
vessel containing the goods or on the goods 
themselves; and likewise 81 ch goodsshould be 
wrapped in paper or other covering with said 
words printed on both sides of the Wrapper, 
Provision should be made for the character 
of the packing and quality of the Vesse| 
either metal or glass. in which food product, 
are putup. Acid foods will attaek and dig- 
solve the solder with which tin packages are 
closed, and such foods should be put up in 
viass or acid proof vessels. The drawing of 
liquids like beer, vinegar, etc., intended for 
food, through lead or copper pipes should be 
prohibited, and iron cr biock tin Dipes only 
allowed, 

Provision should be made in regard to the 
way bills, bills of Jading, etc., of railroad and 
transportation companies indicuting dis. 
tinctly the character of goods shipped, 

The manufacture or sale of substances ip. 
tended for the adulterations of articles of 
food, but which are themselves unadulte. 
rated, should be considered as the manufac. 
ture and sale of adulterated foods. 

However perfect the definitions or severe 
the penalties for violations of the law may 
be, still, unless the means for enforcing its 
provisions are furnished, no good would come 
of it. The establishing and maintaining the 
torce necessary for the due supervision and 
control, under a national law, of such adul- 
terated foods should be suitably provided for, 
and the rules and regulations for their guid- 
ance should be vested in some responsible 
bureau officer. with the approval of the Sec. 
retary of the Department. 

This force should be divided into two 
classes: 1. The inspectors, who would be 
assigned to certain districts, aud should visit 
all manufactories of food products, including 
slaugbter-houses and dairies, and the places of 
all dealers where articles of food intended 
for consumption are sold, displayed or stured, 
procuring, by purchase or otherwise, 
samples for inspection or analysis. They 
should bave the necessary police autaority to 
detain, seize, or destroy adulterated articles 
of food wherever found, us now vested in 
most municipal sanitary police officers. (2) 
The analysts, under the control of a chief, 
would be required to make the necessary 
chemical and physical examinations of the 
samples of food collected by the inspectors, 
or submitted, under suitable regulations, by 
other parties. The duly verified certiticate of 
an apalyst, stating that the examiaation of 
the sample submitted shows it to be adulter- 
ated within the meaning of the act, shall be 
received as evinence of the fact in any pro- 
ceedings taken against any person for viola 
tion of the law. The defendant, however, 
shall have the right to require the attendance 
of the analyst for the purpose of cross-exami- 
nation. 

Standards of strength, quality, or purity of 
different foods shall be fixed from time 
time and prescribed by the Secretary of the 
Department for the guidance of the analysts. 

Where samples of food products are re 
ceived trom the public at large they should 
be accompanied with an affidavit stating the 
facte in the case, and a emall fee for the analy- 
sis of the same should be paid in advance. 

The inspection of meat, fish, vegetables, 
fruit, and especially milk, should be done 
daily in any large city, and properly belongs 
to the health department of such city. 

If such a law should take the form of 
revenue measure many provisions of existing 
laws in regard to special taxes, stamps 
brands, returns, notices, etc., could be made 
to apply, and very little increase in the force 
of the internal revenue bureau would be 
needed. 

If the manufacturers of adulierated goods 
paid special takes at the rate of one dollar 
per month, wholesale dealers fifty cents per 
month, and retail dealers twenty cents for 
the same time, and a tax of one mill pé 
pound were collected on every article of food 
adulterated within the meaning of the act, 
the revenue thus derived would not much 
more than cover the expense of enforcllé 
such a law.

Dry Colors. 

The general market for the several pigments 
bas been more or less agitated by the tariff 
legislation, and as no change has been made by 
the Conference Committee, in the new rates 
adopted by both the Huuse and Senate, the 
manufacturers appears to take a rather gloomy 
outlook for the future of the industry and 
feel that a great injury has been done them 
by the legislators. In view of the increased 
cost of the raw material one of the makers 
has advanced his prices on all wood colors, but 
the other manufacturers have not as yet fol 
lowed the lead. Barring this one instance 
there has been no alteration in the asking 
figures, though the near future will in all 
Probability develop something of interest in 
this direction. The demand has been very 
fair considering the season and sellers find no 
complaint on that score. 


REDS. 

English Venetian reds have been in ordinary 
jobbing request, and the market has been 
wholly without fresh interest. Values are un- 
changed from a week ago. American makes 
have found the usual jobbing outlet at former 
prices. 

Orange Mineral—The trading has continued 
of very fair proportions, while no change in 
the asking figures can be noted. With the ex- 
ception of the interest displayed in the tariff 
the market is without feature. 

Quicksilver Vermilion—At tbe meeting of 
themanufacturers, which will be held to-mor- 
row, it is thought probable that steps will be 
taken to advance values on a basis with the 
increase in the raw material, but as yet noth- 
ing has been done. The demand has been rea- 
sonably satisfactory, the call being for job- 
bing parcels entirely. 

Red Lead and Litharge—There have been no 
further changes in these articles and the de- 
mand has been fair and jobbing in character, 
It is not possible to note any fresh features. 

Cobalt Oxide—The market has continued 
inactive, beyond the supplying of parcels on 
contract orders. Prices show no change from 
a week ago. 

Carmine—Dealers report a very fair business 
for the season, in fact there has been a greater 
demand than for some time past. Values are 
steady but show no change, and as far as 
known, none are in contemplation. 


BLUES. 

The market for blue pig ments continues to 
be quoted with a very steady tone, there being 
no reported instances of cutting. The feeling 
is attributed entirely tu the enhanced cost of 
the raw material. The majority of the dealers 
are still behind on their deliveries and appar- 
ently do not care for new business. No 
changes in prices can be noted, though in 
some instances higher figures than the ruling 
quotations have been paid in order to secure 
immediate supplies. 

GREENS. 

Green pigments have found a moderate 
jobbing outlet, and the market has ruled with 
increasing steadiness, though no further 
changes in prices have been effected. Paris 
green has been quiet as regards the deliveries, 
but considerable interest is manifested as to 
the action of the National Wholesale Drug- 
gists’ Association, now in session, in regard to 
next season’s business.

Dr. Trimen, Director of the Royal Botanic 
Gardens in Ceylon, gives the following infor- 
mation in his annual report on the cultiva- 
tion of economic plants in that island 

Cinchona.—The export for Ceylon for the 
commercial year has been 10,498,487 lbs., a fur- 
ther fall of over a million pounds in the grad- 
ual lessening which has been going on since 
1886. The diminution is further exhibited if 
we take the figures for the calendar year 1889, 
which are only 9,179,280, and the process must 
now continue at a rapidly increasing progres- 
sion. As a consequence, the price of bark 
may be confidently expected to rise, though it 
must be remembered that our place as domi- 
nating the market is being taken by Java. 
The question, however, arises whether a re- 
vival of cultivation here should be recom- 
mended, and it is well worthy of considera- 
tion, Speaking generally, I consider it has 
been sufficiently proved ty experience that 
neither the soil nor the climate of Ceylon are 
well suited for cinchona trees, which have 
shown themselves here to be, as a rule, short- 
lived and unhealthy. I refer especially to the 
wet and windy localities so frequent inthe 
planting districts; the mortality here is indeed 
so great among young trees as to render it 
almost impossible to cultivate cinchona with 
success. But in the drier districts the case is 
different, and in places where C. officinalis and 
C. robusta hybrid do well the cultivation is 
likely toagain prove very profitable. But 
with the large consignments of bark of high 
quality from Java to compete with, it will be 
more than ever useless to grow inferior varie- 
ties. 

Cubebs.—My efforts to obtain this plant for 
the gardens bave been continued.

Sarsaparilla.—The “Jamaica sarsaparilla” of 
commerce i- the product of Smilax officinalis, 
and comes chiefly from the Corkillera of Chir- 
iquiin the Isthmus of Panama.

whence it was exported to Europe. Of this 
plant next to nothing is known, but a Smilax 
bas been cultivated in Jamuica itseif for many 
years, and affords a sarsapurilia which is ex- 
ported toa smail extent.

Strophanthus Hispidus. * 

Since their introduction asa medicine stro 
phanthus seeds bave varied cunsiderably in 
quality, so that great variation must have 
been experienced in the therapeutic value of 
its preparations. The seeds first used and de- 
scribed by Prof. Fraser were thought to be 
derived from the plant described by Prof. 
Oliver in Hooker’s “Icones Plantarum,” 
under the name of Strophanthus Kombe, 
Oliv., but which is now regarded »sa “variety, 
a geographical race, of 8. hispidus.” The 
fi »wers of the plant which yielded these speci- 
meus have been submitted by Dr. Fraser to 
Prof. Oliver, who “expresses the upinion that 
they are the flowers of S. bispidus.”

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PETROLEUM MARKET. 


TUESDAY EVENING, Sept. 30, 1890. 

Attention continues to be centered on the 
developments in the producing fields where, 
until the past two or three days, the indica- 
tions pointed to a steady increase in the daily 
production. We again hear much of the un- 
profitableness of the business of producing 

troleum at present market values on the 
part of the producers, but they continue to 
push field operations with unabated vigor. 
wherever there is fair prospect of finding oil 
even in moderate quantities a hole is promptly 
pored. Fora business claimed to be unprofit- 
able there is remarkable avidity shown to ep- 
gage in it by every one able to secure a lease of 
ground, while those actively engaged continue 
to extend theirjoperations. The tendency of 
prices bas been persistently downward and it 
bas been found impossible to keep the price 
permanently above 80c, but even the lower 
prices have not stimulated trading. The 
yolume of business has shown no increase, 
neither the professional traders nor the out- 
side operators showing confidence in the sta- 
bility of prices by sustaining purchases. The 
situation is growing in strength notwithstand- 
ing the increase in production, the consump- 
tion increasing at a still greater rate. Buck- 
eye certificates have been neglected, and 
although the price has averaged about 8c be- 
low the price paid by refiners at the 
wells the speculative operators do not 
regard them as desirable. What the 
result will be is somewhat problematical, 
with the drain on stocks of Pennsylvania oil 
that has been going on from month to month, 
and which promises to increase during the 
winter, it is only a question gf time when 
there will be no National Transit certifi- 
cates available for speculative purposes, 
and then will come the alternative of dealing 
in Buckeye certificates or retiring from specu- 
lation in oil. The deliveries thus far this 
month have exceeded the runs by about 12,000 
bbis per day, and the indications now point 
to a reduction in stocks exceeding 200,000 bbls. 
The transactions during the past week show 
an increase over those of the previous week, 
the sales footing up 581,000 bbls (437,000 N. T. 
and 144,000 B.), against 41°,00C bbls for the 
preceding week. The clearances of the 
local exchange amounted to — 1,296,000 
bbls, against 1,052,000 bbls during the 
preceding week. The total clearances re- 
ported for the other three exchanges 
amounted to 2,404,000 bbls, against 3,750,000 
bbls for the preceding week, The highest 
price of the week was recorded on Monday, 
when 81}4c was reached. The lowest point 
of the week was 77c, and was touched on 
today. The opening price last Wednes- 
day was 80c and the close this evening was 
at 77!4c, showing a loss of 234c as the result of 
the week’s trading, while the extreme range 
of fluctuations for the week was 44c. The high- 
est pricefor Buckeye certificates was 3414c, 
reached on Wednesday, andthe lowest was 
27%e, touched to-day. The opening price 
last Wednesday was 3833c and the close 
this evening was at 274¢c, showing a decline of 
6}4c for the week under an extreme range of 
variations of 7c. 

In the Washington field Fergus & Co.’s No. 3 
on the McQuay farm is due in the fifth sand. 
The Royal Gas Co.’s well on the Allison farm 
is drilling at a depth of 1,000 feet. Fergus & 
Co.’s No. 1 on the Wright farm ig being cleaned 
out; their No.2 is being located on the same 
farm, and they are making two more locations 
east of No. 1.

Gilmore & Bennett's well 
No. 1, on the Furbee, is doing 60 barrels. The 
Shawnee well was cleaned out and will be 
pumped. The Dent well is good for 30 barrels 
and the Burt No. 6 is drilling at 500 feet. The 
Smith No. 2 is producing 125 barrels. Black- 
shere No. 2 is down 150 feet. Blackshere No, 1 
have moved their works.Nos,3and 4are drilling 
B.F.Blackshere’s No. | has finished casing.

The price having once dropped below 80c it 
appeared difficult to prevent it again slipping 
below that figure. The market opened this 
morning at 80c, but there were very few buy- 
ers who cared to pay that price. As there were 
no sellers business was practically suspended 
for the greater part of the day. It was shown 
that buyers would take hold at lower figures 
and they hoped to be able to worry the longs 
into offering oil under 80c, but they held on 
tenaciously and claimed to have confidence in 
anearly reaction. Late in the day, as it be- 
came patent that buyers would not raise their 
limit, the market eased off under light offer- 
ings and a few sules were effected at 79% and 
7934c, the market closing at the latter figure, 
making @ loss forthe day of 4c, which was 
also the extent of the variations. Only 40,0.0 
bbls changed hands. There were no transac- 
tions in Buckeyes until noon, when a sale was 
made at 3334c, and as there was fair bidding 
the price was soon run up to 344c. This 
brought out offers to sell and the price re- 
ceded steadily until bottom was reached at 
313gc. Atthisa few shorts sought to cover 
and the market rallied, but above 32c sales 
were slow. The close was at 32}4c, showing a 
loss for the day of 1}c under a range to quo- 
tations of 2%c. The sales footed up 42,000 bbls. 
Three new producers were added to the com- 
pleted list in the Wildwood field. The most 
important of these is Whiteside No. 3, owned 
by Griffith and the Forest Oil Company. The 
well is estimated as doing from 12 to 15 barrels 
an hour, and it is expected tbat when the drill 
enters the pay further it will make a large 
well. The same company’s Smith No.3 got 
the first pay, and is flowing at the rate of 150 
bbisaday. They are still drilling, and if they 
find tbe same formation as in the Young well, 
200 feet to the east, 1t should be as good as the 
Young. Forest & Co.’s No. 5, Rolshouse, came 
in and is showing forafair well. This well 
differs from the others on this farm owing to 
the lack of gas, and flows instead of making a 
continuous spray, as the other wells do. Bren- 
nen & Hite, on the Rolshouse, No. 1, just 
touched the pay, and is showing fora fair 
well. Gibson &Giles No. %,0n the Kretzer 
farm, is holding up at 500 bbls. Nos. 1 and 2, 
belonging to Gibson & Giles, are each making 
50 bbis per hour. The production of the large 
wells in the field is on the decline, and the 
daily output is approximately 6,500 bbls, a fall- 
ing off of 1,000 bbis in the last week or ten 
days.

remained quiescont until late in the day, when 
offers to sell were again made at 7934c, which 
remained the price to the close. The sales 
amounted to 48,000 bbls. The news from the 





field was regarded as somewhat bearish, and 
the swelling of the volume of runs doubtiess 
tends to cause the weakness, notwithstanding 
that the increase in deliveries more than 
offsets this increase. Buckeyes opened at 
3l44c, which -was also the highest price 
of the day, the market soon easing off 
under liberal offerings, the price finally 
dropping to 2934c, which was also the 
closing figure, showing a loss for the 
day of lc, which was also the extent of 
the variations. Sales of only 21,000 bbls were 
recorded. Inthe Wildwood field the White- 
side No. 3, belonging to Griffiths and The 
Forest Oil Company started off at an 800 to 
1,000 barrel gait,and the owners say that the 
well will improve by deeper drilling. The 
Smith Oil Company got the tovls out of their 
No.3 wellon the Smith farm and started to 
drill. Their efforts were rewarded by seeing a 
decided improvement. She is flowing at a 400 
to 500 barrel gait. Their No. 2 on the same 
farm is 38 feet in the sand, with no show as yet. 
Forst & Co.’s well, No. 5, on the Rolshouse, did 
100 barrels in the last 24 hours, and Bremen & 
Hite’s No. 1,on the same farm, 75 barrels in 
the same period, showing a diminution in the 
size of the wells as they approach the north- 
west. Those of the operators who have 
watched this development are now of the 
opinion that the original third-sand portion of 
the fleld, embracing the Whiteside, Rolshouse, 
Smith and Horbush lands, will follow the 45° 
line, as originally marked out, and that the 
fourth-sand development east of the original 
portion of the field will followaline running 
a little south of east, or probably nearly east 
and west, as proven by the Young, Bryant, 
Blyle and Menke wells. Galey & Co. shot their 
well on the Blyle and in a short time there- 
after was spraying at the rate of 75 to 100 bar- 
rels per day.

There was no disposition shown to do busi- 
ness this morning, the operators apparently 
awaiting developments. It was after 11 o’clock 
before the first sale was effected, although a 
a few bids at yesterday’s closing figure had 
been made. It was not until these were raised 
to 80c that a seller was found. There were few 
buyers, however, and not until offers were 
made under this figures were there further 
sales. The price dropped to 79}gc on reports 
of free offerings on the Western exchanges, 
but even at this figure there were few buyers, 
the fleld news being regarded as bearish, 
while there were no indications of buying 
support. The market remained dull and de- 
pressed, with only slight variations 
to the close, which was at 794c, showing a 
loss for the day of 4c, whieh was also the ex- 
tent of the variations. Sales of only 24,C00 
bbls were reported. Buckeyes were also en- 
tirely neglected early in the day, but follow- 
ing the first sale at 2644c there was a gradual 
advance to 29kc, and late in the day afew 
bidders succeeded in bringing the price up to 
30c, at which the market closed, making a gain 
for the day of 4c. The course of Buckeyes 
was the exact reverse of that of National 
Transits, the former opening at the lowest 
and closing at the highest price of the 
day, while the latter opened at the high- 
est and closed at the lowest. The sales 
of Buckeyes amounted to only 23,000 bbis, 
making the total of both classes 47,000 bbls. 
In the Wildwood field Griffith & Co.’s No. 3 on 
the Whitesell farm made an average of 14 bar- 
relsan hour for twenty hours. It was then 
drilled for a short time and a three-hour’s 
gauge taken, which showed 55 barrels, or 
about 18 an hour. The Swith No. 2, drilling 
about fifty or fifty-five feet in the sand, flows 
about the same. The sand, however, is dark 
and looks asif the drill;was very near througb. 
Itrun one tank of oil during the day. The 
Mink, owned by the same firm, is doing 50 bar- 
relsan hour. The Smith Oil Company’s No. 2 
On the Smith is drilling fifty feet in the sand, 
There was no improvement in the flow until 
evening, when the true pay was struck. The 
well then made five good flows, and it can be 
put down at 160 barrels. The No. 3 on the 
same farm, since getting the tools out, has 
been flowing pretty freely, making 33 barrels 
an hour, and it is safe to say this well will 
make from twenty-five to thirty barrels. 
Gailey & Co. wasted a forty-quart shot on 
their Blyle well. 1t flowed all right for a 
little while after the agitation, but the flow 
was superseded by gas and finally by an- 
other small spray of oil. When a gauge was 


taken it showed conclusively that there was 
little or no improvement. The Roth Oil Com- 


pany’s Harbush No. 1 is making 42 bbis an 
hour, while their No. 3 is still ahead with 54, 
It is reported their No. 4 is.on top of the sand, 
but no flow has beenmade. The Kretzer No, 
2, owned by the same company, is doing 450 
bbisa day. Bur & McBride have the tools 
outofthe hole and are 44 feet in the sand,

bbis an hour, No.4is making 20, and No.5 
which drilled through the sand where the Har- 
bush struck the oil, is not doing any better 
than 100 bbis a day. Larkin & Co., on the Rals- 
house, are drilling from 20 to 25 feet in the 
sand and are making 125 bbis every twenty- 
four hours. The Bridgewater Gas Company's 
well on the Gilson, which has been thoroughly 
repaired, is putting 200 bbls in the tank.

There was an effort on the part of some of 
the shorts to cover, and their efforts brought 
the opening price up to 80c, a gain of Keo over 
the close of yesterday, and soon after a sale 
was recorded at 80}¢c, but the requirements 
being small and the bidding ceasing, the 
market soon began to show indications of 
weakening. At the approach of the noon 
hour a tew offers to sell were made, under 
which the price receded to 7%34c, which was 
also the closing figure, marking a loss fur the 
day of 4c, 344c having been the extent of the 
variations. Business was of the usual Satur- 
day caliber, 19,000 bbls being the total sales, 
The feeling seemed to be somewhat bearish, 
the field news being still regarded as some- 
what threatening. There were no trans- 
actions in Buckeyes, and the nominal quo- 
tation was 2944c, which was the official 
settling price. The latest acquisition to 
the Butler county oil development looks 
decidediy promising. Salt water is quite 
a formidable obstruction to operations 
in this field, but with the assistance of 
further experience as to the exact depth 
to quit drilling, this great obstacle can 
be avoided. The number of cases that 
will claim the attention of the courts to de- 
cide the right of title as is usually the case in 
every new field promises to be quite lerge. 
Latshaw & Co.’s No. 3, on the Allen farm, 400 
feet east of developments, tapped the sand 
and isshowing up good. The Enterprise Oil 
Co.'s No. 3, on the same farm and 500 feet 
northeast of their No. 2, is due in the sand. 
Their No. 2, shot last Wednesday, has gradu. 
ally increased and is now doing 30 bbisa 
day. This well was only drilled nine 
feet in the sand and they have had 
less trouble with salt water than in 
any of its predecessors. In the Cunning- 
ham & Co.’s No. 7, on the West farm, they 
have not as yet succeeded in exhausting the 
salt water. Down in the hundred foot Mc- 
Junkin & Co. are on top of the sand with their 
No.3 on the Hamphrey farm. The latest sur- 
prise is the Butcher’s Oil Co. well east of 
Bakerstown. This well started off at 75 bbie 
an hour, and after being shut in for afew 
minutes when opened did 70 bbis in the first 
30 minutes. The well is only located 000 feet 
trom asmall producer. It isthe general im- 
pression that the well will not have any great 
staying qualities,

Considerable oil changed hands on the upward 
turn, but as the figures touched 8lc there were 
realizing sales, holders of cheaper oil prefer- 
ring to take the bird in the hand rather than 
await a further problematical advance, This

In the Wildwood field the 
Bridgewater Gas Company’s well, on the Gib- 
son farm, has settled and is spraying { bbis an 
hour. Burke & McBride, on the Doc Moon, 
are 55 feet in the sand and no change; if any- 
thing the sand ia inferior, Burnsdell & An- 
Grews No. 2,on the Williamson, is two bits in 
the sand with a small show of oil. The sand is 
dark and barsb. Larkin & Co.’s No. 1, and Forst 
& Greenlee’s No. 5, both on the Ralshouse, 
were drilling with no improvement. The latter 
firm’s No. 6, on the same farm, since the tools 
were fished out is making 12 barrels an hour. 
The Nos. 2 and 4, on the Ralsehouse, are doing 
18 and 23 barrels resnectively. Griffith & Co.'s 
Smith No. 3 is drilling in hard fine sand, and 
will probably make a 100-barrel well. The 
Whitesell Nos. 2 and 3are both flowing in the 
tank, but no gauge was taken. From general 
appearances, however, they were both making 
about 15 barrels. The Mink’s well s:nce shoot 
iug is averaging from 50 to 60 barrels. The 
Smith Oil Company’s Smith No. 2 is still 
drilling. They secured a small pay witbio 
thirty-six bits in the sand, and from the 
way the well sprays it is good for a 2% 
or a 23-barrelier, The No. 3 was drilling all 
day but no gauge was taken. ‘the company 
claims the well is giving up 43 barrels an hour. 
Griffith’s and the Forest Oil Company’s Ralse- 
house well No. 4 promises to be a good pro- 
ducer. The Roth Oil Company’s Harbush No. 
1 is making 42 barreis an hour, the No. 3 56and 
the No.4 ison top of the sand. The Kretzer 
No.2 is keeping up the old record of a 450 
barre] gait. Gourley & Co.’s No. 1, on the 
Blyle, flowed 13 barrels an hour the first fif- 
teen hoursafter it was shot, but now it is 
doing no better than from 6 to 8 barrels.

The market opened rather strong this morn- 
ing at 80}¢c, although this was 14c below yes- 
terday’s close. The reports of activity in the 
fields and of new wells caused a reversion of 
the belief that had been gaining ground that 
drillers are becoming discouraged and that the 
new wells were uot keeping up the increase of 
production, thus causing a feeling of weak 
ness. It was also found that there was a 
smaller contingent of shorts who desired to 
cover or even up their deals at the end of the 
month, and those on the tong side hecame 
convinced it were better to let go. With their 
efforts to unload the market declined, there 
being only slight checks uptil the price 
reached 78c, At this there were purchasers, 
but when reports came of heavy offerings on 
the Western exchanges the market quickly 
broke to 77c.

During the first hour Buckeyes 
were entirely neglected, but then usa few 
offers to sell were received the limit 
of the seliers was lowered to 28c before a sale 
was effected. Trading was slow, however,and 
a further loss of a few points tollowed, when 
sume shorts sought to cuver and their efforts 
caused a rapid advance to dwgc. This was fol- 
lowed by even a more. rapid decline 
on free offers to seil, which was not 
checked until bottom was struck 
at 2744c. A few bids later brought the price 
up to 77}4c, at which the market closed duil 
and weak, making a joss for the day of Ke, 
under a range to quotations of 3c. The sales 
footed up 50,U0U bbis. From Sakerstown came 
the report that at least a dozen new locations 
had been made, and that holes would be bored 
wherever a plot of land could be secured. 
Several wells in important locations were 
nearing the sand, in which more than usual 
interest wussbown. The Painter & Co Scott 
well on the Hughes tarm was down 1,50 feet, 
and as this is .n an important location, good 
reguits are looked for. The Svuth Pennsyl- 
vania Co. is on top of the saud, with the No. 8 
on the Lefevre farm. The Frederick well is 
through the lw foot sand, on the Nethercoat 
farm. The Chartiers Vil Cos.’s No. 4, Fleck 
farm, is down 1,60 feet. Dixun & Co.'s No. 1

Patent Medicines in Great Britain. 


In his annual address at the recent meeting 
of the British Pharmaceutical Conference at 
Leeds, President Charles Umney, F.I.C., F.C.S._ 
speaking on household remedies and patent 
medicines, said : 

Reflection must convince us that medical 
art is deprived of much opportunity, phar- 
macy undermined, the public not benefited, 
but, on the contrary, seriously damaged, by a 
fashion that has ot late years both prevailed 
and greatly increased, and which may be de- 
scribed as the injudicious selection by the 
public of medicines to be used as household 
remedies. 

The public has always been in the habit of 
treating itself for minor ailments; and until 
late years its choice of medicines was fairly 
judicious, and generally amenable to the in- 
fluence of the medical profession acting 
through the usual channels. 

An unfortunate fashion is now in the 
ascendancy, and there is a disregard by the 
public for the simple, well-tried, and safe 
medicaments of the past generation, and a 
preference for medicines whieh are obtained 
under cover of a patent-medicine stamp. 

To condemn indiscriminately, as either use- 
less or dangerous, all medicines that reach the 
public through the medium of the press, 
quite apart from the question of the medicine 
stamp, would be unjust, because many sub- 
stances, simple in their nature and safe in the 
bands of the public, are by such means 
brought into greater prominence, and are not 
inappropriate as household medicines. 

While oue could particularize many such, 
however, it is equally certain that a number 
could be named which are unsuited as reme- 
dies except in the hands of tne medical prac- 
titioner; further many are of such composi-

tion that they should not be sold without 
being placed under the restrictions which 
accompany the sale of substances similar in 
composition included in the Schedule of Poi- 
sons in the Pharmacy Act. 

You are aware of the increased traffic in so- 
called “patent medicines” during the present 
generation, but perhaps have not realized the 
extent to which it has developed, and the 
great strides it is making annually without 
let or hindrance. In the year 1860, the reve- 
nue received from medicine-stamp duty was 
£43,000; in the year 1859, £203,000, and during 
the current year it is computed that £220,000 
and upwards wiil be realized. 

Now, although there has been this marked 
increase in the sale of patent medicines during 
the past thirty years, the number of vendors 
has not increased in like proportion; for 
whereas in 1860 there were under 10,000 ven- 
dors, there are at the present time but 23,000, 
indicating notwithstanding the total sales are 
five times as large as they were a generation 
ago, that the registration of vendors has oniy 
increase to half that extent, and the sale, 
consquently, by each licensed vendor has 
practically doubled. 

You possibly have not reckoned how large a 
sum the public parts with in satisfying its 
craving for stamped medicines, and will be 
surprised to learn that the amount is not far 
short of 1% millions sterling annually, 

It is obvious that considerale advantages 
would accrue ao the medical profession and 
pharmacy even ifa portion only of such sum 
were directed into the channels of legitimate 
medicine. 

Those in contact with this evil have an op- 
portunity of watching the results from a 
social standpoint, and cannot be expected to 
be oblivious to its medical aspect. Each vear, 
I have but little doubt, finds you with strong - 
er convictions that the unrestricted sale to 
the public of many substances and com- 
pounds which are now commonly sold as _pat- 
ent medicines, and which are easily obtain- 
able on account of the facilities offered by 
the medicine stamp traffic, is a subject of deep 
concern, and a prolific source of both mental 
and physical degredation to the public. 

The medical profession is aware that a sec- 
tion of the public b: come habituated to the 
use of hydrate of chloral, opiates, and other 
narcoti:s solely from the cloak that is 
adroitiy spread around this matter by the 
medicine stamp regulation. 

Within the past month, and since my ad- 
dress has been in manuscript, the British 
Medical Journal has ina very able article en- 
titled **Poisons on Sale,”’directed the attention 
of the medical profession to this important 
subject. I indorse the views of that journal 
when it says: 

“The whole question of the sale of proprie- 
tary medicines demands serious considera- 
tion. The apparent official sanction of the 
Government stamp, which has actually no 
more intrinsic signification than tuat affixed 
toa promissory nota, indicates some sort uf 
official approval or guarantee of the virtues 
of the medicine itself. It is simply absurd 
that the sale of pvisons—narcotics, for exam- 
ple—should be hedged about with legislative 
restrictions when their nature and strength 
are fully known, and that the very same poi- 
sons should be freely sold when their nature 
is a matter of conjecture, and the proportion 
in which they are present is unknown; and 
probably variable.” 

A refusa: to supply poisonous patent medi- 
cines except under a medical prescription is 
resented by the public, and the patent-medi- 
cine vendor, who may be a grocer, stationer, 
or avy individual, without the faintest knowl- 
edge of drugs, may, for a small fee to be paid 
for a license, sow poisons broadcast, 

The importance of this subject should be 
ursed upon the medical department of the 
Privy Counsel by medical officers of health, 
coroners, and medical practitioners generally; 
and members of the Legislature should be 
asked to put pressure on the Chancellor of the 
Exchequer s0 that, notwithstanding his greed 
for revenue, a continuance of the tax would 
be im possible. 

As legisiation for regulating the practice 
and sale of medicine is now all professedly for 
the safety of the public, it becomes a question 
asto whether the compouniing of all pro- 
prietary medicines should not be subjected to 
similar restrictlons to those imposed in Ger, 
many and elsewhere on the continent of 
Europe, where the composition of each so- 
called patent medicine has not only to be 
stated to a recognized authority, but per- 
mission obtained for its sale. 

Commenting editorially on this portion of 
the address the Chemi-t and Druggist while 
giving Mr. Umney credit for the conservative 
manner in which he treated the subject, took 
issue with him on some of the points raised, 
Ready made physic, of some kind or other, 
says our contemporary, is as much a part and 
parcelot our modern civilization as ready 
made tartsand buns. “We should,” it con- 
tinues” as soon think of getting all our food 
prescribed by a cook and prepared by a baker 
as required, as we should think of going 
through the hands of the prescriber and dis 
penser whenever some part of us goes wrong 
or works inefficient)y. Chemists, with a store 
of drugs and medicines always at hand, can 
scarcely appreciate the cause of the popular 
ity of so-called patent medicines or ready- 
made physic. A neadeche or a toothache or a 
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sore throat attacks the pharmacist as well as 
the rest of the world. His corn twinges, his 
baby screams, or his finger gathers, He knows 
the right remedy or application. and has it 
always at han‘. 

The outsider has neither of these advantages, 
and therefore to bim some ready-made 
physic, suitable for complaints to which he 
may be liable, is a desideratum. He does vot 
necessarily believe all the advertisements 
say. he certainly does not attach any import- 
ance to the government stamp. But he 
knows from experience that these medicines 
in most cases fairly fulfil their purposes, and 
he finds it more convenient to treat himself 
with them than to be prescribed for specially 
on each occasion. That is why ready-made 
physic isso popular. It offers to the ordinary 
mortal the remedy he needs, or something 
near it, and saves him from the unpleasant 
task of detaliling the symtoms to a doetor or 
chemis’. 

“That is one side of the case. Probably 90 
per cent of the medicines sold in this way are 
safe and do good, but there is, it must be ad- 
mitted, far tuo free an opportunity for eup- 
plying dangerous medicines, and familiarizing 
the public with iheir effect. This, as Mr. 
Umney says,"*is a subject of deep concern.and 
& prolific source of both mental and physical 
degradation.” These word, coming from the 
President of the British Pharmaceutical Con- 
ference, will attract serious attention, and 
should assist in checking the traffic alluded to. 
Probabiy nothing more can be done beyond 
rendering the sale of poisons covered by the 
medicine stamp subject to the same regula- 
tions as if sold in propia nomine. That not 
even this is done is simply the fault of the 
apathetic gentlemen in whose band, as Coun- 
cil of the Pharmaceutical Society, lies the 
initiation of prosecutions. They have been 
told by several eminent authorities that the 
medicine stamp does not exempt these prep- 
arations from the operation of the Pharmacy 
Act, for they are poisons; cases suitable for 
testing this opinion must come before them 
monthly, and yet they will neithe> move nor, 
amid all their loquacity, will they give a rea- 
son for not taking action. Mr. Umney’s 
“non-political” but timely observatious will 
perhaps have the effect of reminding them of 
their duties and responsibilities ”

The Turfa Mines of Brazil. 
REPORT BY CONSUL BURKE. OF BAHIA, 

A little more thana yearage I bad the honor 
toaubmit ome information, obtained from 
different sources, as to what was being done 
and what was expect d would be done at the 
turfa mines of Marahu,situatedab u‘ 60 miies 
to the sout: of this city. Some tour or five 
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month, since Mr. Grant, the manager of the 
Marahu Company, engaged in the manufac- 
ture of kerosone, candles, soap, etc., in speak- 
ing of that report, stated there were some 
errors init. I requested him to make the ap- 
propriate alterations and corrections, which 
he did, and which I herewith insert, though 
the errors are of a trivial character. Instead 
of the minera) being called turfa,as I reported, 
Mr. Grant says it is known by the name of 
“brazolite,” doubtless because found in Brazil 
while the oil is called *brazoline, or “petroleo 
nacional” instead of “brazolina.”’ 

Mr. Grant’s further corrections were that, 
instead of being found in veins, the brazolite 
is found in solid mass, and that boring, at the 
time of the report, had been made to the depth 
of 128 instead of 100 feet. The gentleman also 
stated that the discoverer of this brazolite was 
a Mr. Nicolai, an English clergyman, then con- 
sular chaplain in this city to Her Majesty's 
Government; that Mr. Wilson, after obtaining 
the concession to work the mines, sent three 
ship-loads of the material to New York, from 
which a gas was manufactured that gave » 
much more brilliant light than the gas manu- 
factured from coal. Thecompany manufac- 
turing this gas claimed, said Mr. Grant, that 
vhe increased brilliancy was the result of s 
new process. But, on account of the expense 
in obtaining and shipping the material, th: 
importation of it to the States stopped. 

The gentieman said that on his arrival a' 
Marahu he was obliged to cut his way throug! 
the Brazilian forest, and that nearly “th 
whole of the flat ground on which the work: 
are now established is a mangrove swamp 
which has been filled in with the sand taken 
from the surface of the mine. The largest 
mail steamer,” said be, “can go to the works, 
there being 6 to 7 fathoms all the way.” Up 
to February or March last he had received fo 
his works nine cargoes of machinery and s' ores. 
including retorts, stills, locomotives, tank- 
age, etc., and had paid in duty about £25,000, 
although his machinery, should by the terms 
of the concession, be said, be admitted free of 
duty. Atthetime mentioned above he bad 
employed at the works about thirty English 
mechanics, an equal number of native me- 
chanics, twenty carpenters, and would soon 
have fifty masons, with other hands, making 
in allabout the same number of hands men- 
tioned in my former report—about four hun- 
dred or four hundred and fifty. Mr. Grant 
further stated that heexpected he would re- 
quire some 10 miles of railway on the grounds. 
What additional work has actually basen done 
since my former report I do not now know, 
but expect information on this point within 
two or three months.

However, in 
consequence of the absence of heavy 
stocks, and the fact that there is not 
much to arrive for some time to come, this 
market as a whole dors not appear to be ad- 
versely affected by these reports. As this mar- 
ket did not fully respond to the previous im- 
provement abroad, a much farther decline 
would have to take place there in order to 
have an appreciable effect upon quotations 
here. SS and 8 Dare rather easier, as there 
appears to be some pressure to sell owing to 
the comparatively low prices quoted from Cal- 
cutta.

British Soda-Ash and Chlorate of 
Potash. 


Report by Consular Agent Hammill, of St. 
Helens. 
SODA ASH. 

Soda ash, or carbonate of soda, is now man- 
ufactured by two methods. The first or cider 
method is that known as the Leblanc process, 
from the name of its inventor, Nicholas Le- 
blanc,a Frenchman; the second method is 
that known asthe Solvay process, also from 
the name of its inventor, Ernest Solvay, a 
Belgian, and this mcthod has made enormous 
strides of late years,and from the cheapness 
and extreme purity with which soda ash can 
be made by this process it has been a most 
formidable rival to the Leblanc process, and 
were it not for one or two reasons it is prob- 
able that the Leblanc process would be super- 
seded by it altogether. The principal of these 
reasons are, first, that (both processes starting 
from common galt) in the Solvay process it 
has not been found possible (at all eventa, 
with sufficient cheapness) to obtain the chlio- 
rine contained in the salt, while in the Le- 
blanc process about one-third of the chlorine 
is so obtained and rendered marketable in the 
form of bleaching powder, or chloride of lime, 
orof chlerate of potash. Another resson 
against the universal adoption of the Solvay 
process for the manufacture of soda ash is 
that for its working it is necessary to have the 
salt in solution in the form of brine, and it is 
obvious that this can be done most cheaply 
and effectively by pumping brine (nearly a 
saturated sclution) from beds of rock salt 
rather than by redissolving the common salt 
of commerce, and this necessity naturally 
limits the area of production to certain locali- 
ties where the brine is to be obtained by 
pumping. 

Soda ash by the Leblanc proc2ss is now man- 
ufactured ona very large scale somewhat as 
follows: In the first place, common salt is de- 
composed by sulphuric acid (sulphuric acid 
made by the well known process of burning 
sulphur; or, far more generally, pyrites con-

maunds. According to the Chemist andDruggist 
the next auctions of East Indian are fixed for 
October 13. They are likely to be very small, 
only 3,150 chests having been declared, against 
6,370 and 6,000 respectively in the correspond. 
ing sales of 1889 and 1888. In Bengal the yield 
of the October sowings has been satisfactory, 
but the spring sowings were late, and have 
suffered much from rain, their yield, conse- 
quently, is very pour. In the Behar the pros- 
pect. were finer than ever known, but in Juiy 
heavy rains spoiled a good deal of the crop, 
which is not likely now to equal that of last 
season. In the Benares and the Northwest 
the prospects are very poor, owing to the 
heavy rainfall. There has been no particu- 
lar demand at this port, though several in- 
quiries are noted, and prices show no change 
from a week ago. Madras and Manila have 
been in fair Jobbing demand, but prices have 
been without change, and no features are ap- 
parent. 

Nutgalls—Aleppo galls have continued in 
light request and the market has ruled abso- 
lutely without feature, prices being quoted at 
last week’s figures. We are given a sale of 25 
cases China galls on spot at l64c. Parcels to 
arrive are quoted at 16c, but buyersdo not ap- 
pear in particular need of supplier, and as a 
consequence, no business beyond the above, 
can be noted. 

Pruasiate of Potash—The market has ap- 
parently reached that stage where buyers are 
not discriminating between the brands, but 
take what is obtainable,at full prices. In some 
instances 27}4@28c has been paid for yellow, 
and the market shows no signs of weakening. 
According to reliable authoricties,there hasbeen 
and is now a scheme on foot to forma combi- 
nation among the American makers, and while 
they preserve the strictest secrevy as to their 
movements and intentions, it is understood 
that nothing tangible has as yet been accom- 
plished toward effecting the amalgamation, as 
it has been found difficult to control some 
who under certain circumstances would wish 
to realize on their stocks, Supplies of Ameri- 
can for November-December shipment are 
quoted at 23i¢c. 

Starch—The market for all grades continues 
exceedingly firm and in no instance are stocks 
abundant. The prices of the raw materials 
continue high, and we hear of a sale of one 
car potato starch at 534c while foreign potato 
starch is quoted to dealers at 5%4c for large 
quantities. Taken altogether the market would

There have been no radical changes during 

the past week,in any of the articles consti- 
tuting the market for dyes and dyestuffs, with 
one exception, and the situation has been 
much the same asin previous intervals. The 
tariff legislation together with the silver agi- 
tation continue to unsettle values, although a 
firm tone is evident in almost every instance. 
Exchange in Calcutta has fallen, the latest 
advices quoting 1s 8d, and the reports also 
quote the market as weak. Trading has been 
uneventful, no large sales being reported, 

Aniline Colors.—The week has been an une- 
ventful one in this market, and trading has 
continued of the ordinary jobbing description, 
reaching fair proportions. The situation has 
been unchanged in the m«tter of values, 
though the raw materials are held at high 
figures. There has been some talk of ad- 
vancing prices, but it is not  be- 
lieved that aasaything will be accom- 
plished in this direction for some time, as the 
competition is keen and it isextremely diffi- 
cu.t to raise buyers’ views. The salts ana oil 
continue exceedingly firm, but no new fea- 
tures can be noted. 

Alizarine—The demand continues of the 
usual jobbing kind, and with values identical 
with a week ago, the market is wholly devoid 
of features. 

Albumen—A trifle firmer feeling is evi- 
denced in the tone of toreign advices, but 
previous figures are quoted in all instances. 
There has been the customary jobbing de- 
mand for the domestic blood, and the foreign 
qualities have been selling to a moderate ex- 
tent. There is no desire to press stocks on the 
market, hence a steadier feeling. It is not 
possible to note any special features in either 
of the grades. 

Bichromate of Potash—Some of the dealers 
report considerable business, the increased 
demand being attributed tothe resumption 
of operations by the wall paper manufactur- 
ers, the call being principally from these con- 
sumers. Other of the dealers, however, con- 
tinue to report only a fair businesa. It is es- 




















































timated that upwards of 300 casks have been 
placed during the interval, at current rates, 
which are unchanged from a week ago, It is 
anticipated by some that prices w'll show an 
appreciation in the near future, but the ad- 
vance in all probability will be only tempo- 
rary. Bichromate of soda has moved in the 
regular way at unchanged figures. 

Cutch—There has been absolutely no altera- 
tion in the prevailing conditions of a week ago 
beyond the fact that exchange bas dropped to 
a considerable extent. The demand continues 
of a hand to mouth character, although there 
has apparently been a continued effort to buy 
supplies at prices under 6}¢c with seemingly 
no success, The stock continues well con- 
centrated and arriv.ls where not already 
placed are still, being put in to store. 

Dextrine—The contemplated increase in the 

uty, together with the failure of the potato 
crop on the other side,have combined to cause 
a material advance in the asking price for this 
article, and supplies on spot, by some are now 
held at 5}4c; others however have advanced 
their prices irrespective uf the proposed new 
duty and are asking 4%c. It is said that the 
advanced duty was rather unexpected and as 
there are some dealers who have contracted 
forthe year’s supply, these sellers will : ot 
realize much on their contracts, It is said that 
the owners of certain stocks which were 
originally intended for this country, will en- 
deavor to place their holdings in London. 

Divi Divi—The asking rates continue at ex- 
treme figures, and the business has been of a 
hand to-mouth character. The stocks on spot 
are not abundant, and no new features can be 
noted. 

Dyewoods—There has been no particular 
change in the condition of the market for 
stick-wood, beyond the fact thut the import- 
ers would appear a trifle steadier in their 
views. On spot there have been sales of some 
250 tons Mirugoane at $21. It is said that the 
extract maoufacturers still show a desire to 
obtain supplies, and according to report there 
has been some little business doing in St. 
Marc and other grades, to arrive,at prices on a 
basis with former quotations. Extracts are 
still being sold at low prices, and there seems 
no limit to the cutting. The demand has been 
moderate, and for jobbing parcels entirely. 

Gambier—Trading is reported to the extent 
of say 200 bales at 554c, while @ like quantity 
is said to have been placed at prices a trifle 
under this figure. Owing, it is said, to the bad 
weather, which has prevented the unload- 
ing of other goods, the Revo'ving Light has 
just commenced to discharge gambier. The 
arrival of the Kelvin with supplies to the ex- 
tent of 4,200 bales, appears to have further 
weakened holders, and in some quarters it is 
anticipated that values will recede to 5c. 

Indigo—Beyond the continued reports of 
short crops, and the falling in exchange, there 
has been nothing of fresh interest to note in 
the market for Bengals. While the generality 
























iate prospects of a decline, 
Sumac—The niarket as regards the article 


itself would appear to be a trifle easier and 
prices for spot stocks are now ruling at $63@ 
65 according to brand and seller. Should the 
new duty go into effect, however, which at

The Aniline Industry. 


In a paper read at arecent meeting of the 
British Association for the Advancement of 
Science, Dr. W. H. Perkins gives some facts 
concerning the cual tar color industry. Ger- 
many he says holds the first position in the 
market in the production of anilines, both as 
to quality and quantity but the competition 
of Swiss, Freuch and English manufacturers 
with that country has been steadily increas- 
iug. Sir Frederick Abel in the discussion 
which followed the reading of the paper, said 
there were great works in Germany where 
chemical research was carried on as an elab- 
orate business, where men even who has 
acquired University degrees and distinction 
were retained at liberal salaries to pursue 
simply the work of research. He knew of 
one establishment alone where there were as 
muny as forty well-trained chemists at work 
upon research, In the first years of the coal 
tar industry they claimed it as peculiarly 
their own, but now they could not do so in 
view of the competition of the French and 
Germans. Dr. E. Schunck thonght it would 
be interesting if the extreme fugitiveness of 
dyes could be obviated by some improved 
process of manufacture, : 

Dr Schunck’s complaint was answered bya 
paper on "Fast and Fugitive Coal-Tar Colors” 
in which Professor J. J. Hummell overthrew 
the popular belief that a)l coal tar colors are 
fugitive, while those of the older vegetable 
dye stuffs are all fast. We have, he said, fast 
and fugitive dyes in both classes, Of coal-tar 
colors we have at the present time about 
three hundred distinct kinds, of which about 
thirty give extremely fast colors, and an 
equal number or more give moderately fast 
colors. On the uther hana, out of about the 
thirty natural dye-stuffs usually employed 
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yoount ten as giving fast colors. We 
refore, a total of about three times 

pave the fast coal-tar colors as we have of 
wo mestural dye-stuffs. This pitting of nat- 
an us artificial coloring matters ought 
= oe to cease, when, through the re- 
- eae modern science, two such old and 
wired friends as madder and indigo have been 
to contain coloring matters also ob- 

oe f:om coal tar. And it is by no means 
tsa abie—indeed itis very probable—that 
s ¢ it will also become possible to prepare 
7 porter matters of logwood, brazilwood, 
povenety and others from this protean won- 
jer of moc ern times—coal-tar. Of course it 
to bedenied that we have a very large 
pumber of fugitive coal-tar dyes, and the in- 
discriminate use of these, due largely to com- 
tion, has nO doubt injured the reputation 

of the whole class. Not infrequently one is 
asked if there igno method of rendering the 
fugitive colors fast. Professor Hummell’s 
goswer is, no. The fast or fugitive character 
ofacolor is an inherent property of the col- 
oriog matter used, and dependent mainly, if 
potentirely. upon its chemical constitution.

taining about 49 per cent. of sulphur); the 

products of this decomposition are sulphate 

ofsodaand bydrochloric acid. The method 

of manipulation is briefly this: A charge con- 

sisting of about 18 cwts. of salt is thrown into 

acast iron decomposing pot aud the requisite 

quantity ofsulphuric acid of 135° Twaddle is 

run upon it, heat being applied underneath 

the pot. Hydrochloric acid is evolved and 

conveyed through earthenware pipes to the 

condensing towers, built of Yorkshire flag- 

stones,and packed with coke, down whicha 

stream of cold water trickles und condenses 

theacid, which is collected in stone cisterns 

andafterwards used for the manufacture of 

chlorine gas, the chlorine itself to be used for 

the manufacture of bleaching powder or 

cblorate of potash, as I shall hereafter briefly 

descrite. The mass left in the pot—crude 

sulphateof soda—has to be roasted, and this 

is done by shoving it upon the bed of a rever- 

beratory furnace. Pot and furnace are built 

together, and the waste heat from the furnace 

heatsthe pot. After roasting, the resulting 

sulphate of soda—technically called salt cake 

~- drawn from the turnace, and contains 

about % per cent. of sulphate, 1°5 per cent. 
free acid, 15 per cent. undecomposed salt, 
withl per cent. insoluble matter, etc. This 
salt cake is then taken to the black ash fur- 
nace, usually, nowadays, a mechanical revoly- 
ing furnace, which is capable of decomposing 
about eight charges per twenty-four hours of 
5oré6 tons of salt cake each. The other in- 
gredients of the charve are limestone and 
small coalorslack. The black ash, which is 
drawn from the furnace in a fluxed mass into 
iron bogies, contains about 25 per cent. of al- 
kali, and, of course, some little undecom pose! 
tulphate and sulphide of sodium (salt). This 
black ash, after cooling, is lixiviated with 
water in iron vats, four of which form a se- 
ries, and the soluble soda compounds, chiefly 
carbonate of soda, are dissolved out, the in- 
soluble calcium sulphide remaining behind as 
waste (the vat waste), which, until recently, 
hasbeen a source of trouble and loss on the 
process. Now, however, Mr. A. M. Chance, of 
Oldbury, near Birmingham, has invent- 
ed a method by which about 380 per 
cent. of the sulphur existing in the 
vat waste can be recovered as sulphur ina 
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‘ over again in the stills. The chlorine gas is 
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being largely adopted in Engiand. The vat 
liquor, which contains chiefly carbonate of 
soda in solution, is evaporated to dryness, 
usuelly the waste heat from the revolving 
furnace being u-ed for the purpose. The re- 
sult of this evaporation is a crude form of 
carbonate of soda, known as black salts, 
After draining, these are calcined in a rever- 
beratory furnace, and afterwards ground and 
packed in strong casks, and is the soda ash of 
commerce. It contains about 57 to 58 per 
cent. of alkali as carbonate of soda. 


CHLORATE OE POTASH. 


For a description of the process of manu- 
facture of chiorate of potash we must return 
to the hydrochloric acid obtained from the 
decomposition of salt by sulphuric acid. This 
hydrochloric acid is run into stone stills and 
there treated with binoxide of manganese 
(native or recovered, mostly the latter). 
Manganese chloride is formed and chiorine 
ges set free. The manganese chloride is 
treated by the process known as the Weldon 
process tor the recovery of the manganese in 
the form of binoxide, which is used over and 
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conveyed in leaden or stoneware pipes to cer- 
tain vessels called absorbers, worked in a 


series. These vesselg are charged with milk 
of lime, and the gas is absorbed by the lime to 58 PINE STREET, NEW YORK. 
form chlorate and chloride of calcium; about (enero mena & 





five and one half to six equivalents of the 
latter are formed to one ofthe former. This 
liquor, after settling, is taken in measured 
quantities to boiling-down pots, where an 
equivalent quantity of chloride of potassium 
to the chlorate of calcium in the solution is 
added, and the whole boiled down together 
urtil a density of about 74° Twaddle is 
reached. The liquor is then conveyed into 
iron vessels, in which it is allowed to cool for 
about ten or fourteen days, and the chlorate 
of potash crystallizes out; some, however, is 
left in the mother liquor, which is a source of 
loss. The crude crystals contain about 80 per 
cent, of potassium chlorate, and when fairly 
dried in a centrifugal machine they have to 
be redissolved with steam in leaden vessels 
and recrystallized in leaden vats. The pro- 
duct of the second crystallization, ofter being 
washed with pure water and dried in rooms 
heated with steam, is of remarkable purity, 
and is packed either unground or ground toa 
very fine powder in strong casks, and be, 
comes the chlorate of potash of commerce. 


The above particulars give a very brief out- 
line of the process of manufacture of soda 
ash and chlorate of potash. It would require 
a volume or two (in addition to plans and 
other material) to go into all the details, 
technical and scientific, and indeed volumes 
have been written on these subjects. So far 
as I can see, the only feasible way for any one 
wishing to erect works in America for the 
manufacture of these articles is to get a good, 
practical, and intelligent man, who has been 
welland thoroughly trained to the work, to 
superintend the erection and afterward the 
manufacture. Of course, the works would 
have to be erected where salt, coal and lime 
are easily and cheaply obtained, as large 
quantities of each are required: if not near 
the works, the cost of carriage would be 
serious.
